KHARLAMOV (USSR) STATED THAT THE SOURCE OF DAMAGE

RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS), SPEAKING ON BEHALF OF THE COSPONSORS 
OF THE RESOLUTIONS ON BOTSWANA AND LESOTHO, THANKED THE 
COUNCIL FOR ITS PROMPT ACTION AND SAID THAT THE RESOLU- 
TIONS SHOULD BE SEEN AS WARNINGS TO THE "MAD REGIMES" 

IN SALISBURY AND PRETORIA THAT THEY COULD NOT CARRY OUT 
THEIR POLICIES WITH IMPUNITY. MOLAPO, FOREIGN MINISTER 
OF LESOTHO, EXPRESSED HIS DELEGATIONS'S APPRECIATION, 

HOPED THAT THE MEMBERS OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
WOULD COME TO LESOTHO'S AID AND "TRANSLATE THE REPORT 
INTO REALITY," AND PAID TRIBUTE TO THE SYG AND TO THE
